AMENDMENT 

1 . (Currently Amended) A method to play video poker gam e that 
comprising the following steps: has dealing cards r e pr e s e nted in a four sided, diamond 
shape, each side is a separate hand that has five cards, consisting of three interior cards 
and two corner cards, the corner cards are shared with two adjacent hands, a player can 
exchange cards from one hand to another hand, after all exchanges, each of the resulting 
hands is are compared to a paytable. 

2. (Currently Amended) The method to plav The video poker game 
of claim 1 comprising the following steps: wh e r e dealing the three interior cards in each 
hand ar e d e alt face up and the corner cards ar e dealt face down[,]; the player is given the 
opportunity to exchange interior cards [,]; the corner cards are revealed after all 
exchanges, and each of the resulting hands is are-compared to a paytable after the corner 
cards are revealed. 

3. (Currently Amended) The method video pokor game of claim 1 
where the three interior cards are dealt face up and the corner cards are dealt face up. 

4. (Currently Amended) The method video pokor game of claim 1 
where the player can exchange corner cards, but the interior cards are not exchanged. 

5 . (Currently Amended) A video poker game The method of claim 1 
where a six-sided shape is used instead of a four-sided shape. 

6. (Currently Amended ) The vid e o pokor game method of claim 1 
where an additional card is dealt that can be exchanged with one of the corner cards. 
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7. (Currently Amended ) The video pok e r gam e method of claim 1 
where an additional card is dealt that is a wild card. 

8. (Currently Amended) A video pok e r gam e The method of claim 1 
where an eight-sided shape is used instead of a four-sided shape. 

9. (Currently Amended) A video pok e r gam e The method of claim 1 
where a 10-sided shape is used instead of a four-sided shape. 

10. (Previously presented) An electronic apparatus used to play video 
poker games comprising at least one visual display, the visual display has cards 
represented in an n-sided closed figure, each side of the figure is a separate hand that has 
five cards consisting of three interior cards and two corner cards, the corner cards are 
shared with two adjacent hands, a player is dealt the three interior cards face up and the 
corner cards face down for each hand, the player then can exchange interior cards from 
one hand to another hand, after all exchanges, the corner cards are turned face up and 
each of the resulting hands is compared to a paytable. 

1 1 . (Previously presented) The apparatus of claim 10 where the 
interior cards are dealt face down and the corner cards are dealt face up, and the corner 
cards can be exchanged. 

12. (Previously presented) The apparatus of claim 10 where all the 
cards are dealt face up. 

13. (Previously presented) The apparatus of claim 10 where an 
additional card is dealt that is used as a wild card. 

14. (Previously presented) The apparatus of claim 10 where an 
additional card is dealt that can be exchanged with any one of the corner cards. 
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15. (Withdrawn) Tho video pokor game apparatuo of claim 10 wher e 
tho corn e r cards are dealt fac e up and can bo exchang e d. 

16. (Previously presented) The apparatus of claim 10 where the player 
must pay for each card exchange. 

1 7. (Currently Amended ) A method to play a video poker game 
comprising the step of dealing tete one or more pairs of hands with five cards in each 
hand, each hand consists of three interior cards and two end cards that are common to 
each pair of hands; the three interior cards are dealt face up and the player can exchange 
interior cards between hands after all exchanges each of the resulting hands is compared 
to a paytable. 

18. (Currently Amended) The video poker gam e method of claim 1 7 
where the end cards are dealt face down and are revealed after the player has exchanged 
cards. 

19. (Currently Amended ) The video pok e r game method of claim 1 7 
where two pairs of hands are dealt so that each hand has three interior cards and all hands 
share two common end cards. 

20. (Withdrawn) A vid e o gambling devic e that displays symbols in a 
diamond shap e d pattern, each sid e of th e diamond shaped patt e rn forms a payline, e ach 
paylin e has one or mor e interior symbols and two corn e r symbols, the corn e r symbols ar e 
common to adjac e nt paylines, a play e r can exchange symbols from one payline to another 
payline within the diamond shap e d patt e rn. 

2 1 . (Withdrawn) A vid e o gambling devic e that has symbols display e d 
in an n sid e d closed figur e wher e e ach sid e of th e clos e d figur e forms a paylin e , each

paylino has ono or moro interior symbols and two cornor symbols, the corner symbols are 
common to adjacent paylinos, a player can exchange symbols from one payline to anoth e r 
lino within tho closed figure, 

22 . (Withdrawn) A video gambling d e vice of claim 21 where som e of 
the symbols are hidden and revealed to tho player only after tho player has e xchang e d 
symbols from one paylino to another . 

23. (Previously presented) A method to play a video poker game that 
comprises the following steps: 

(a) dealing cards in a four sided diamond shape, consisting of 
16 cards, where each side is a separate hand that has five 
cards consisting of three interior cards and two corner 
cards, the corner cards are shared with two adjacent hands, 

(b) permitting a player to exchange cards from one hand to 
another hand; 

(c) after the exchanges, comparing each of the resulting hands 
to a paytable; and 

(d) paying the player according to amounts set out in the 
paytable for each hand. 

24. (Withdrawn) A m e thod to play a video pok e r gam e that comprises 
th e following steps: 

(a) d e aling on e or mor e pairs of fiv e card hands, each pair of 

hands has eight cards consisting of thr e e int e rior cards d e alt fac e 
up and two end cards d e alt face down that are common to e ach pair 
of hands; 

(b) each hand forms a separate paylin e ; 
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(g) £b} p e rmitting th e playor to exchange the interior cards 

between hands; and 

(d) £e} following th e e xchanges, r e vealing the ond cards; 

£e} £d} comparing e ach hand to a paytablo; and 

(f) (e) paying tho playor according to amounts set out in 

th e paytabl e for each hand. 

25 (Withdrawn) Th e m e thod of claim 23 whoro two pairs of hands aro 

dealt so that e ach hand has thr o e interior cards and all hands shar e two common e nd 

cards.

26. (New) A method to play video poker comprising the following 
steps: dealing cards in a four sided, diamond shape, each side is a separate hand that has 
five cards, consisting of three interior cards and two corner cards, the corner cards are 
shared with two adjacent hands, a player can exchange cards from one hand to another 
hand, and the player can then perform additional exchanges of the previously exchanged 
cards to a third or forth hand; after all exchanges, each of the resulting hands is compared 
to a paytable. 

27. (New) A method to play video poker comprising the following 
steps: dealing cards in a four sided, diamond shape, each side is a separate hand that has 
five cards, consisting of three interior cards and two corner cards, the corner cards are 
shared with two adjacent hands, a player can exchange cards from one hand to another 
hand, where the swaps are limited to a predetermined number; after all exchanges, each 
of the resulting hands is compared to a paytable. 
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
